There are two ways out of this 
difficulty ; the first is to use only 
cast iron fittings, which are to be 
broken off when the pipe is to be re- 
moved. Two or three smart blows 
with a hand hammer quickly re- 
lease the small pipe over this kind 
of fitting and in most cases the cost 
is not so great as the extra time lost 
and pipe injured in removing the 
wrought iron elbows and Ts. An- 
other way is to discard the red lead 
usually employed in putting up pipes 
and to use a mixture of vaseline and 
powdered plumbago. This sub- 
stance answers all purposes for 
which the lead is used and also 
permits the pipes to be removed 
without breaking. 

Speaking of pipes reminds me of 
a conundrum which once came up 
in a cardboard shop. An inch and 
a half pipe tapped in the top of the 
boiler horizontally 20 feet, 
then vertically 40 feet more to the whis- 
tle.

At the outer end of the horizontal pipe, 
just where it went underneath the timber, 
the pipe hung about its bigness below the 
level of where it left the boiler.

At 7 o’clock the 
whistle would be blown, and after a few 
preliminary splurges and false starts the 
water would be expelled and a good tone 
obtained from the whistle. 

As soon as steam was shut off that pipe 
commenced to get in its fine work and pre- 
pare a nice little racket for 12 o’clock. The 
pipe being full of steam, which quickly con- 
densed, several plugs of water were formed 
in the pipe.

that distance, thus giving a gradual drain 
for all water of condensation toward the 
boiler. 

This scheme does not work as well with 
horizontal pipe as it does with the 
whistle. In erecting an engine pipe and 
draining back to the boiler there is likely to 
be trouble whenever a heavy load is thrown 
upon the engine. Whenever steam is con- 
veyed through a pipe a portion of it is con- 
densed ; the water thus formed must be 
given an outlet. With a pipe inclined to- 
ward the boiler the water slowly drizzles 
back and is disposed of, but in the case be- 
fore mentioned, with a heavy load quickly 
thrown upon the engine, the quantity of 
water held in the pipe by the forward 
action of the steam is suddenly forced over 
into the engine, doing considerable damage 
and perhaps breaking out a cylinder head. 

When pitched toward the engine the wa- 
ter is helped along in its course by the 
passing steam and an accumulation of wa- 
ter is rendered impossible. The small, 
steady quantity of water which goes over 
is entirely taken care of by the engine. It 
may have to go through the cylinder, but it 
is better to place a trap in the pipe and 
intercept all of the water which goes over. 





Automatic electric fire alarms should be 
placed in every mill, but they are useless 
unless it is somebody’s business to see that 
they are in working order, at least once in 
every twenty-four hours. An instance oc- 
curred only a few days ago where even the 
daily inspection did not save the building. 
At 12 o’clock the signals were found to be 
in perfect order, yet a fire which occurred 
the next night destroyed the entire prop- 
erty, and the signals failed to give the 
alarm. 

The investigation after the fire showed 
that the wires were gone ; the fire was in- 
cendiary, and the rascal who applied the 
torch took sure means to prevent an alarm 
until the conflagration was beyond control. 
Shops fitted with automatic electric signals 
should be so wired that it will be impossible 
to interfere with the connections leading 
to the central station. Wires must be run 
through iron pipes where exposed or buried 
deep in the earth where they cannot be 
meddled ,with. 

It is a defect of the automatic fire alarm 
signal service that the open circuit battery 
is used. The closed circuit alone can be 
safely relied upon. With the open circuit 
the wires may be cut or removed and a 
watchman will know nothing about the fire 
until he sees it, but with the closed circuit 
system of signals the very act of cutting 
the wire or removing any part of the appa- 
ratus turns in an alarm, and the firebug de- 
feats instead of furthers his purpose.

Estimation of Wood Fibre in Paper. 





A new quantitative test has recently 
been devised by means of which the per- 
centage of wood fibre in the composition of 
a sample of paper may be accurately esti- 
mated. 

It appears that when wood fibre is boiled 
for some time with a dilute solution of auric 
chloride it precipitates 14.285 parts of gold 
per hundred parts of purified, 
fibre.

Now cellulose, which is the chief 
chemical constituent of cotton rags, has no 
such reducing action. This test therefore 
affords a method of distinguishing between 
cellulose and wood fibre. 

In the examination of a sample of paper 
by means of this method, the weighed sam- 
ple is first treated with boiling water, in 
the

order to remove size, and then with a 


acid, in 80 per 
alcohol, in order to dissolve out the 
alumina. The paper is thus washed, dried, 
extracted with alcohol and ether, and finally 


treated with the gold solution.

Pinholes in Paper. 


Pinholes in paper are usually caused 
»y small granules or particles usually of min- 


eral origin, although this is not necessarily

the case. These particles are crushed by 
the pressure and friction of the calender 
rolls in the calendering process, causing | 
small punctures technically termed ‘ pin- 
ioles.”’, When paper has not been passed 


through the calender these pinholes are 


ften not easy to detect, and when they are 


not discolored a practiced eye is required | 


for the detection. The closeness of these 
pinholes to each other may be explained in 
lifferent ways. It is possible that a particle 
f sand may not be crushed, but may be im- 
vedded in the elastic body of the paper roll, 
thus causing a perforation twice in each 
revolution of the roll. 

It is also possible for this particle to be 
shifted in its position owing to the elasticity 
»f the material in which it is bedded, and 
this may explain double perforations and 
slits. 

This takes place chiefly in the upper rolls, 
is here the paper is stretched the most. 

Another reason for double perforations is 
the fact that sometimes a particle is not com- 
jletely reduced to powder when passing 
through the calender on the machine itself ; 
then on the glazing calender the mischief is 
ompleted. 

The paper rolls of the calender are some- 
times prepared from pulp which has not 
been perfectly washed out, containing grains 
»f sand and metallic particles ; these, aided 
by the elasticity of the roll, by and by pro- 
trude, hence another cause for pinholes.

New Electro Chemical Bleaching 
Process. 





The bleaching properties of hydro- 
sulphurous acid have been known since 
1883, and it is used now as hydrosulphite of 
soda or of ammonia obtained in a concen- 
trated solution by means of metallic zinc, 
the solution taking place according to for- 
mula: 
3{(SO*)*NaO,H O) + 2Zn — S202NaO,HO + &AZnO. 

SO*) + 2(NaOSO?) + 2 HO). 

It will be seen from the above reaction 
that only a third of the bisulphite is trans- 
formed into a monosulphite and the re- 
mainder into monosulphite of zinc. In 
most cases the sulphite of zinc must be 
eliminated by adding caustic soda, which 
precipitating the oxide of zinc forms sul- 
phite of soda. These decanting and sep- 
arating operations are always rather diffi- 
cult to accomplish, because of the extreme 
facility with which the hydrosulphite of 
soda changes into bisulphite in contact with 
air. The new process consists in preparing 
hydrosulphite of soda or of ammonia in one 
operation, by means of which a total trans- 
formation of bisulphite into hydrosulphite

is effected, the modus operands being based 
on direct hydrogenation of bisulphite of 
soda according to the formula :

In the negative cell about 75 gallons of 
bisulphite of soda of a strength of 35° Beaumé 
and in the positive cell a dilution of a tenth 
part of sulphuric acid to 9 parts of water are 


placed. The solutions are then cooled, 


| either by placing the vat in a refrigerating 


chamber or by a coil from a refrigerating 
apparatus, this coil being placed at the bot- 
tom of the vat, or again by circulating the 
refrigerating fluid through an outer casing 
surrounding the vat. This last way seems 
to be the best. The liquid must be brought 
down to a temperature of 32° Fahr. By 
keeping on the current from a machine of 
1? to 15 horse power for twenty-four hours 
a saturated solution of the hydrosulphite 
of soda will be obtained, the discoloring 
power of which is three and a half times 
greater than that of the hydrosulphite ob- 
tained from the same bisulphite by means 
of zinc. 

The principle of this bleaching process 
lies in the hydrogenating transformation of 
the coloring substances, which, while they 
yield their oxygen to the hydrosulphite, re- 
turn it to the state of bisulphite : 

S*O7NaOHO + 20 = (SO*)*NaOHO. 

When the bath contains no more hydro- 
sulphite it can be regenerated by electro- 
lyzing it, in order to hydrogenate it again ;

THE DUTY ON FELTS. 

The first entry of paper makers’ felts 
since the new tariff went into effect has 
been made. Importers have supposed 
that the duty on thege goods would be 
44 cents a pound and 50 per cent. ad 
valorem, in conformity with paragraph 
392 of the tariff law, which provides as 
follows : 


On woolen or worsted cloths, shawls, knit fabrics 
and all fabrics made on knitting machines or frames, 
and all manufactures of every description made 
wholly or in part of wool, worsted, the hair of the 
camel, goat, alpaca, or other animals, not specially 
provided for in thisact, * * * valued at above 40 
cents per pound, the duty per pound shall be four 
times the duty imposed by this act on a pound of 
unwashed wool of the first class, and in addition 
thereto 50 per centum ad valorem.

Law. NE Ww 


Justice Bradley, sitting on circuit, in 
the Circuit Court of the United States for 
the Eastern District of Pennsylvania, on 
October 9, filed an opinion in a case involy 
in 1 novel question of trade mark law 


The action was brought by the New York 
and Rosendale Cement Company against the 
Coplay Cement Company. Following is an 
ibstract of this opinior

Some of these 
Rosendale quarries have been worked for 
over half a century, but the complainants 
commenced their operations about 1874. 
The cement made in Rosendale and its vi- 
cinity has always been called Rosendale 
cement ; and the complainants contend that 
the term has acquired a generic significa- 


tion applicable to the hydraulic cement 


manufactured at Rosendale and vicinity, and | 


inhering in the marketable quality of the 
cements manufactured by the complain 
ants and others. The bill is filed for the 
purpose of enjoining the defendants from 
using the word ** Rosendale ”’ in describing 
their cement, and to obtain damages and an 
account of profits fur such use. The relief 
sought is based on the charge that the de 
nomination used is untrue, is calculated to 
deceive the public and operates as an unfair 
and fraudulent competition against the 
business of the complainants. They do not 
pretend that they have any exclusive right 
to the use of the term ‘* Rosendale,’’ since 


it is equally used by the other manufactur- 


ers of cement in the town, some of whom 


have establishments of much longer stand- 
ing than that of the complainants ; but they 
insist that they have a right to use it and 
to participate in the advantages which are 
attached to it as enhancing the marketable 
value of their cement. 

The defendants contend that the name 
‘*Rosendale cement ’’ has ceased to have a 
mere local significance or application, and 
has come to be a generic term, used to 
designate the common grade or class of 
cements otherwise known as American 
natural cements, to distinguish them from 
the higher grade or class of cements known 
as Portland cement, this general class of 
cement being by force of accident called 
Rosendale cement, because it was first 
made in Rosendale. 

Much evidence has been taken by the 
parties on this controverted question. But 
the view of the case which we have taken 
obviates the necessity of examining this 
evidence. 

Though it be conceded that the name 
**Rosendale Cement’”’ is understood by the 
public as designating the place where it is 
made and comes from, and that the defend- 
ants untruly call their cement by that 
name, the question still remains whether 
they can be prosecuted therefor at the suit 
of a private party who is onlyone of the 
many who manufacture cement at Rosen- 
dale and truly denominate their cement 


Rosendale cement. Would not the allow- 


ance of such an action be carrying the | 


doctrine of liability for unfair competition 
in business too far? The counsel for the 
complainants frankly concedes that the 
principle for which he contends would 
enable any crockery merchant of Dresden 
or elsewhere, interested in the particular 
trade, to sue a dealer of New York or 
Philadelphia who should sell an article as 
Dresden china when it was not Dresden 
china. It seems to us that this would open 
a Pandora’s box of vexatious litigation. 
* * ” 

The law furnishes us with an instructive 
analogy on this subject. No man can main- 
tain a private action for a public nuisance, 
though he is injured by it, unless his injury 
is of a special character, different from that 
which is sustained by the public generally. 
This is a sound rule of the common law. It 
is intended to prevent vexatious litigation ; 
when an injury is a public one it should be 
prosecuted as a public wrong. So here, 
the wrong (if there is one) is committed 


against the public, If it be said that the | 


cement manufacturers of Rosendale are 
specially injured because theirytrade is 
affected, it may be properly answered that 
they are all injured alike; it is a public 
injury as to them, just as it would be to al 
the dealers in linens for a man to sell as 
Irish linens fabrics that are not such. * * * 

In our view if a person seeks to restrain 
others from using a- particular trade mark, 
trade name or style of goods he must show 
that he has an exclusive ownership of prop 
erty therein. To show that he has a mere 
right, in common with others, to use it, is 
insufficient. * * * 

The bill must be dismissed.
